Dolorous Expreſſions of Malice in his Perſon, all the Tor- 
ments in a word.

-So-much did'it-exceed all 
our Apprehenſions; that we muſt- come infinitely- ſhort 
of the 'Truth, ' had there not been a conſtderable Diſco- 
very made by the Effects; which, as the Evangeliſts de- 
liver them, I] will expoſe to your conſideration. 

When the- Paſſion grows ſo ſtrong upon us, that with: 
difficulty 1t is kept-in, a fear or ſadneſs -of Mind (for 
example, Expreſſes it ſelf in outward Action, in change 
or alteration of Body ;) it is a certain ſign, an infalli- 
ble Argument, .4t touches to the Quick, ſeizes on the 
Spirit, begins to daunt and baffle our natural Courage, 
which, -in our Bleſſed SAVIOUR, had been alwayes ex- 
emplary 1n the midſt of dangers, in the throng of dif- 
ficulties. At preſent notwithſtanding, fo far 1s He pre- 
vailed upon ;- ſo much did the Apprehenſion of what 
was to tollow, work upon Him, that He found a real 
Change within Him. I will not fay, his Fortitude be- - 
gan'to leave him, far be it from me to have any ſuch 
Thought ; for that remain'd unſhaken, till He expir'd on 
the Croſs; but his inferiour Part began to expreſs an 
inward Anguiſh, anda violent Oppreſiion of thoſe Spirits, 
which had hitherto made him appear alwayes Inaltera- 
ble in his Humour and Conſtitution.

the cauſe of it be either exceſs of Fear, or the feftitude 
of his Mind endeavouring to repreſs it, *tis all ong with 
me, I am ſure his Pains were never the lets.

ward Conflict that could force from him ſuch a - 
rent of Blood, muſt ſo reverſe and undermine. the Fas 
brick of his Conſtitution, that nothing leſs than- the 
Hand of the Almighty, could have Supported him after 
ſuch a.Sweat, and given him firength'to : go through 


one quarter of the difficulties he was ſpeedily to encoun- - 


ter. I fay ſpeedily ; for, behold the Traitor Fuzas en- 
tring into the Garden, at the' Head 'of ay band of Soul- 
diers, Marching up-towards Him with Swords, Clubs, 
and other ſuch like. Inſtruments, as they could, with 
ſpeed, gather up-to Secure our 'Sampfor, whoſe Dalila, 
that is his Love, -had -already difarmed, and diſabled 
from making a Defence. 'Zcce Fudas unus de duodecim 
wenit, & cum. eo turba multa cum gladiis & fuſtibus, So 
that it 1s not-long before they Seize him.; before they 
_ lay -violent. hands upon him: 7xc accefſerunt, & manus 
 njecerunt in Feſum © tenuerunt eum; Then they came uear« 
er, caſt. their hands en Feſus, and held him faſt. And his 
Sufterings there make up the ſecond part of thar Tra- 
.gedy I promiſed to Reprefent unto you at this preſent 
time; and which, becauſe I will continue my former

Fudas had given them a Caution to hold him faft ; and 
therefore, no ſooner had they Seized him, but, with 
Cords and Ropes, they bound his Hands, and with ſuch 
force drew them both together, that no ſmall Impreſ- 
ſons they Engraved on: his tender Fleſh: His: facred 
Feet they loaded not with Irons, but, For what reaſon, _ 
out. of mercy or tenderneſs to his Perſon? Nothing lefs. 
It was their Malice, that they might, with greater ſpeed, . 
HE" bring Him 'before his 'New - Erected Judges,  fooner 
| _ _ to his Trial, with 'more Expedition to his End. And 
| - therefore, inſtead of giving the;yr New-made Prifoner 
| leave to walk foberly .in their company, with other _ 
| Ropes, about Neck and Body, they Forced him along, . 
| with much more Haſt and Violence, than could be-con- - 
venient for ſuch a Priſoner, as had not the ufe of one | 
Hand left him, to Raife him up again, in caſe he ſhould - 
ſtumble in the Way. | 
"Tis not long before He arrived at the Houle of Ay- - 
»as, Father-in-Law to Caiphas, High-Prieſt of that year, . 
whether they firſt conducted Him, both by reaſon his - 
Houſe was in the way, and that he was a conſiderable : 
Perſon, as appears by his fo near Alliance with the High- - 
Prieſt : Where, though we read but little Acted ; 'tis not 
Ii to be doubted, but -his Pride and Arrogance, drew from -: 
1 him many Impertinent, if not. Impious Queſtions: gr 7 
4 = 000: 
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- the Inſolence of therRabble continuing, or rather every 
moment Increaſing, . they heaped on Him Injuries an- 
\ ſwerable to what the Holy Scriptures relate, to have 
| been afterwards expreſſed from - their Malice. But the 
Seniors of the People, together with: the Scribes, being 
Aſſembled at the High-Prieſts Pallace,. He was ſoon dit- 
patched thither. Er mi/it eum Annas ligatum ad Cai- 
pham pontificem; Aud Annas Jent him bound to Caiphas 
the High-Prieſt. 

Where He might juſtly expe all Illegal a Uncon- 
ſcionable Proceeding from theſe following Reaſons. 
Firſt of all it was Cazphas, at whoſe Bar He muſt now 
ſand that Propheſied his Death. -,2/Jy. It:.was -he thar 
.perſwaded them to. Seize- Him, and put Him to Death. 
349. It was at his Houle, where all the Princes of the 
Prieſts, with the Antients of- the People were Aſſem- 
bled, and on deſign Aſſembled, to uſe all fort of deceit, 
and fraudulent wayes; both to lay Hold of Him, and 
make Him away. . Et concilium fecerunt, ſayes St. Mat- 
thew, ut Jeſum dolo tenerent & occiderent. 4y. They 
had Bought Him of the Traitor Judas, though they had 
nothing of Truth to lay unto his Charge. And Laſtly, 
'They;let , Him ſtill remain in the hands of the Rabblz 
whole Barbarity. was ſuch, that nothing wanted. Execu- 
tion, that:came but into, their Fancies, though the moſt 
brutiſh, and tranſcendently unnatural Viiolences. 

And as He might juſtly expe& the height of Illega- 
lity, and Violence from the Precedent Heads, ſo he met 
with all in the height. He failed not:of his ExpeQaati- 
ons in the leaſt; His uſage was beyond all parallel, 

As nothing of Injuſtice and Invention was wanting in 
.the High-Prieſt, and thoſe of .his diabolical Council ; 

ſo nothing of Baſeneſs and Abuſivenels, was omitted by 
. his Black POrms and luch-as every Moment Roceg 
 thither 
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thither, to be either SpeRators, or Sharers in his Exami» 
nations and Trial, |, - 

The High-Prieſt, -ſitting as Judge, and Paramount a- 
bove the reſt, ſwelling with Pride, as well he might, 
undertaking to Judge the JUDGE of the World ; firſt askt 
Him queſtions about his Diſciples, and concerning his 
Doctrine. Pontifey ergo, ſayes St. Fohn, interrogavit Fe- 
ſum de Diſcipulis ſuis, & 4. dofrina ejus. nh 

But finding not. his Advantage there; for, What 
could he draw from the Mouth of Truth, whoſe Accu- 
ſation was delignedly to be built up of lies and falſt- 
ties? Blind he was to perſonate Authority ; to uſurp 
upon Innocence, and Him that had all Power in His 
Hands,if He had pleaſed to make uſe of it ; but not ſo blind, 
as to think he could gain any thing upon the anſwer of 
his Priſoner ; and therefore, betakes himſelf to the only 
means applicable in ſuch caſes; Falfities, Lies, Impo- 
ſtures, Perjuries, and the like: Falſe Witneſſes muſt be 
brought ; their Allegations muſt be taken; their Teſti- 
monies mult run current ; their Oaths unqueſtionable; 
the pretended truth of what they delivered, lookt on as 
facred ; by no contrary Evidence diſputed, and abundant- 
ly ſufficient to Found a Sentence ; nay, a ſentence. of 
Death on. Principes autem ſacerdotum & omne concilium 
querebant falſum teſtimonium contra Jeſum, ut eum morts 
traderant. , 

O Bleſſed JESUS! How is thy Life ſearcht after ! 
How isthy Innocence traduced! . How do thy Enemies 
now vomut forth their Malice! For, What greater Ma- 
lice can there be, than knowingly and wittingly to-make 
uſe of the blackeſt and fouleſt of Means, for the Op- 
preſſion of Innocence it ſelf? Had He been a Malefactor, 
or open Enemy to their Nation, there were Eyes enough

be by what finifter means ſoever,..it values, not,, is the 
rok D'z higheſt 
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higheſt of Injuries, the moſt execrable of Malices, the 


blackeſt of Inhumanities : {And that, in this Sentence, 
' whatſoever, could render it Juſt was-wanting, nothing 
can be more evident : For the Judge was wholly void 
of authority qver the Perſon Condemned; no Crime 
made out againſt rhe Priſoner; all Witneſſes -Suborn'd. 
and Perjur'd; and even thoſe not agreeing in their Te- 
ſtimonies, and Judgment given by the Accuſers and the 
 Rabble. Well then may it be aſſerted, That our SA- 
VIOUR'S Sufferings, in his Condemnation, were very 
grievous, and beyond Expreſſion. 


/} "To conceive it ſomthing better, pray imagine with 


\your ſelves, any vrivate Perſon Uſurping ſuch Autho- 
rity over his Neighbour, as upon prefumption of his 
own Intereſt, Will; or Pleaſure, ſhould force or com- 
pel him to the place of Execution, and there Throttle 


him with a Halter, Cut his Throat, or the like: You 


will take that Man: to be a very great Sufferer in the

Devout Peruſers of the Particulars of our SAVIDURS 
Paſſion, and ſuch as delight with the fulleſt draught of 
his Sufferings, enquire about the difference between buf- 
fetting with Cufts, 6 ſtrokes with the palms of the Hands ; 
both which are expreſſed by the Evangeliſt in our Sut- 
fering-JESUS preſent treatment: And they reſolve Buf- 


fetting tobe by clinched fiſts, when fingers are drawn - 


up together to render the Blow more violent and pene- 
trating ; anSthoſe they diſcharged with all fury on his 
Head ; whereas. with palms, is the ſame, as with ſtretcht- 
ont Fingers, and with thoſe they ſpared not his Cheeks : 
So that what between the one and the other, we may 
conclude both Head and Face, with thoſe violent con- 
tuſions, not only ſore to extremity, but even {woln to

Whilſt their Hands were ſo buſte, you may be ſure 
their Tongues were not ſilent 5 but on the contrary, 
- reſtleſs in vomiting out all manner of Calumnies, nay, 
even Blaſphemies againſt his Sacred Perſon: They were 
ſo ungrateful, or rather fo' ungodly, as to exprobate 
and repreach him of his former Actions of Goodneſs 
and Charity, of which the had bin 'fo profirfe amongft 
"*hem. The Evangelifts bury moſt of their expreflions 
in ſilence; butto aflure us that ſuch paſted, and alfo in 
abundance, St, Luke commends to poſterity theſe words:

if their: Judgment ſhould be call'd in Queſtion by the 
Roman Governour ; for they delivered him unto Plate 
only to ſee and order Execution ; not to examine, or 
make inſpeQion 1nto their Sentence, as St. Les obſerves 
in his eighth Sermon on the Paſſion. 

O Bleſfked Jeſus! How art thou hurried from one 
place to another ! from Anas to Caiphas !* From him 
again to Pilate! Firſt into the hands of thy People the 
Fewes, now from them again into the hands of For- 
raigners; of Strangers to thy Nation, and who allwayes 
regarded them as a tumultuous and headſtrong People : 
$0 that little mercy can be expected now. It thy own 
People have been ſo Cruel, what can be hoped: from 
a Pebple whoſe Education and Principles favour'd no- 
thing of gentleneſs, nothing but roughneſs, and ſeve- - 
rity ? 

"Ho 15 now 1n the hands of Plate, and only remains - - 
to fee what was done by him, by whoſe Order was 
acted the laſt; and withall, the moſt Cruel and Bloody - 
part of all the Tragedy. So that pray arm your ſelves - 
with patience now to hear a piece of Cruelty, Infideli- - 
ty, and Vilany that ſurpaſſes all degrees of moderation; 


fuch as neither former dayes have, nor poſterity ſhalt © 


repreſent the like: Such as are able to ſoften hearts - 
moulded of Flint or Steel, and fuch as an ocean of © 


Tears will not evidence a ſufficient and anfweringreſent-. - 


When-you have heard them, T know your hearts

_ Tis true, the Roman Goyernour {crupled at the firſt 
to execute-what they preſſed ; he ſeemed backward to 
inflict the ultimate of Diſgraces and 'Torments on a Per- 
ſon, of whoſe Faultineſs he was no wayes convinced; 
and therefore not only beg'd their excuſe, till he had 
thorowly examin'd his Guiltineſs, and approved his De- 
merits ; but moreover, ſtuck not to declare him Inno- 
cent and Guilrleſs upon Examination ; that he found no 
cauſe of death, nor ſuch their deadly malice, and there- 
fore. would diſmiſs him. Ego nullam invenio in eo cauſam 
mortis. | + "ol c 
| But he wanting courage to perſiſt unto the end, their 
cries ſounding and redoubling in the Air ; their impor- 
tunities every moment increaſing ; their inſtances, their 
demands urged and repeated, weaken his Reſolutions, 
invalidate his firſt purpoſes, make him - dubious and 
thoughtful what to do. Howlſoever, he will make ex- 
perience, if by any means they may be drawn from 
that their violent way of proceeding, and by cunning 
difarm'd of their malicious intentions ; and therefore 
asks them which they would have. freed, . Barabbas an 
infamous Murtherer, or JESUS, whom they had lately 
committed to -his cuſtody, as the cuſtom was to ſet 
one free, whom they ſhould demand on ſuch Feſtival - 
_ times; with exactneſs he examined all their Accuſation, 
fdiſcover'd it ;a whole Fabrick. of Malice of the Prieſt and 
Io Sin Et Ancients 
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Ancients, built upon the eaſineſs of the common 
People ; could find not the leaſt plauſible ground 
for a well-laid Accufation ; and therefore, with diffi- 
culty, could believe they ſhould be fo ſhameleſs, as 
to prefer the moſt noted, and blaſted of Malefactors, 
before the mildeit and molt Innocent of Priſoners. But 
he miſt in his deſign, his project took no effe&; for 
having now ſo long run on beyond the bounds of mo- 
deſty, honour and conſcience, they ſtick not to petition 
the diſcharge of Barabbas; and tremble-not with brazen 
Faces, to reiterate their impious Poſtylations of having 
JESUS to be Crucitied, At i//: magis clamabant dicentes 
Crucifigatur. | | —_ 
Bleiled and deareſt JESUS! What paſs art Thou now 
come to? or rather, to what degree of Impiety and 
Tngratitude are theſe thy People arrived2 Thee, the 
true SAVIOUR of Mankind; the true Deliverer of 
thy People from the endleſs Slavery of the. infernal 
Tyrant; they Chooſe and pre-Ele&t 'to Torments, to 
the Death of. the Croſs, by preferring a Thief, a Mur-- 
derer, and vileſt of Malefactors betore Thee. 
Pilate is not yet quite *d{{couraged, he has one In- 
vention more; he would do Him-a Pleaſure, but mixt 
with ſo much Gall, that I leave you to judge; whether 
the Remedy be preferable to the Diteate. He will 
endeavour to Mollifie their ſtubborn Hearts with ſuch 
a Spectacle, as ſhould certainly have the deſired Ope- 
ration, if any ſuch could be wrought: And therefore, 
cauſes the pretended, tho” Falſly pretended Criminal to 
be Whipt and Scourged tor that degree, that All his 
Body reſembled but one Ulcer: It was not only Woun- 
ded, but even Harrowed all over ; All was Raw, Bloody, 
nay, even divided piece from piece; and in this Plight - 
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does: he bring Him forth, expoſes Him to their View, - 
and then bid them. look on the MAN, they had fe 
grinded their Teeth at. Ecce Homo; Behold the Man, 
that muſt now at leaſt be a greater Object of Pitty, 
than Hatred. Confider now. (ſayes. he) if you can $4 
more; if your Cryes be at an end ; if this lamentable 
Speftacle be further worthy your wrath and choſler. 
But he comes. as far ſhort in this, .as in his former 
Stratagem ; they are ſo far from Relenting, that their 
Fury becomes more. Fiery ; their Rage grows ſtron- 
ger: And, becauſe he ſtumbles at their Requeſts, they. 
egin to ſtorm and threaten: $2 hunc dimittis non es 
amicus. Coclaris; Hf thou diſmiſſeſt this Man, thou art no 
friend of Cxfars: At which, the Faint-hearted Gover- 
nour wholly relents; and. tho' againſt. his Conſcience, 
againſt a particular Diſlwaſion of his Wife, againſt all 
the Rules of Honeſty and Worth, gives way, yields to. . 
their Deſires, and Delivers up the Priſoner into the hands - 
of: the Souldiers; firſt to be treated attheir Will and. 
. Pleaſure, then.-to-be Crucified. | 
The Souldiers have got Him now into their Hands ; 
and, What Souldiers, but the Romans e Such as had al- 
wayes Teſtified, both in Words and Actions, the high- 
eſt Hatred againſt the Fews. So that, no Mercy now 
te; be exhibited from ſuch a pack of Hell-Hounds, who 
with Eyes rowling, Mouths open, Fury in their looks 
and countenance, Aſſault. Him all manner. of wayes, 
His yet. crude, and, but at moſt, halt-dry'd Wounds, 
muſt be again laid open by .a violent Stripping him of 
thoſe Garments, which, for a little time, had Defended. . 
his torn and. ulcerated Fleſh; ſo that now all Bleeds a- 
freſh, and the Dolour is renew'd, firſt riſing from fo 
 barþarous a Dilaceration. of his Body : But *tis _ | 
ong, 
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long to remain in that condition ; it muſt be cover'd 


with a Purple Garment, after the manner of Kings, and 


great Ones, in Deriſfion of what he had afferted of Hini- 
fel And to carry on the Metaphor to their preſenr 
Satisfaction, tho to his unſpeakable Torment, they 
will place a Crown upon his Head, - and a Scepter in 
his Hand; . but the Crown, was no other than of 
Thorns, nay, of ſharpeſt and Iron'd Thorns for hard- 
neſs, which was laid on with ſo great violence, that 
it pierced thro' his Temples, thro his Scull into his 
Brains, | | | 

Think deareſt Chriſtians! think what now He Suf- 
fers in this Condition ! What Pangs, what Agonies he 
muſt feel! Now call to mind his Sweat in the Garden 
of Gethſemanz, and tell me, if all this foreſeen, was not 
a ſufficient, nay, an abundant Cauſe of ſuch a Sweat. 
If your Fountains of Water be not dried up, your Tears 
muſt now be viſible. Had you but a Father, Husband, 
Brother, or any other Friend, but in half ſo Miferable, 


ſo Calamitousa Condition ; How would you wring your 


Hands, tear your Hair, pour forth whole Floods of Tears, 
make your Clamours reach the Heavens, beg, and on 
your Knees ſtill beg ſome Redreſs, ſome Relief for this 
your Diſtreiſed Friend > And, Can you do nothing of 
all this for your Bleeding JESUS? Can you be Eye- 
Witneſles unconcern'd, and not bewail the heavy Sighs 
and Sobs of your fainting SAVIOUR? Can you All fit | 
here like Rocks unmoved, and ſee the Beſt of Friends, 
in the moſt Deplorable of Conditions, and that out of 
pureſt Love for you, and not be ready to fink down for 


Grief ? 
The Scepter they gave Him in his Hand, was no 9- 


ther then a Reed, to expres the Floating, and Tot-

tering condition of his Empire: And then thus Clad; 
thus Crown'd, thus Scepter'd ; He muſt be alſo Reve- 
renc't and Worſhipt with bended Knee; and: according- 
Iy, . they bent their Knees before Him, Saluting Him 
with the higheſt of Scorn; Ave Rex Judzorum; Hail 
King of the Fews. One only Thing could then ſeem 
wanting, that ſavours Soveraignity, and that 1s, Exhi» 
bition of Tribute ; but that they paid Him in- a Smart- 
ing Coyn, Multiplying their Blows upon his Crown, 
to make it ſurer and fatter on his Head. 

- Thus Glutted, thus Satiated with their unheard of 
Cruelty, they go on to Execute the Tyrants Orders. I 
know there are many Authors fay, That all-this was 
Acted before his Oſtenſion to the Fews, and Diſmiſſion 
of Pilate; and they Found themſelves on St. Fohr's Re- 
Tation ; but becauſe Sr. Matthtw ſeems'to me more full 
than the other Evangeliſts, I have traced him in point 
of, Ziftory: And beſides, it leſſens nothing our JESUS 
Sufferings, whether before or after: For, Whipt he 
was, Crown'd he was, had a Scepter deliver'd into his 
' Hand ; was Saluted on the Knee, and received the 'Tri- 
bute of their hard-hearted Malice on his Head. And 
then what could remain, but his Faſtning on the 


Croſs; to put an end unto his Suffferings, the Fews Ma- - | 


tice, the Tyranny of the Gentiles. B- cinowp that no- 


thing might be miſſing, they violently again diveſt him 


of. his Purple Robe, by that means, the third time opening 
of his Wounds; Cloth him ſlightly with his own Ap- 
parel; and. his now altogether Fainting, and almoſt Ex- 
Piring Self, do they Load with that unweildy Beam, 
that heavy Croſs, on which He was to Suffer, and com- 
pleat this Bloody Tragedy. When Loaden, with Kicks, 


Stripes, Spurns, and other -ſuch-like ' Violences, they |

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Force him along ; till quite overcome by ſo great a 
weight he can ſtir no farther, but muſt leave his 
burthen there, if not aſliſted: But affiſted he ſhall 
be, tho' with an uncharitable aſſiſtance 5 for other- . 
wiſe they loſe their aim, their deſign is ſpoyled, what 
they all conſpired would fall to the ground. Sno 
therefore the Cyrenean coming that way, they ſeize 
on, and force him to bear the Croſs unto Mount: Cal- 
vary; our 1ſaack walking by that was to be Immolated 
on it. it 8. Ja 
Where being: arrived, the Croſs-is then laid on the 
ground ; and ſeveral of the Executioners laid violent - 
hands upon this Holocauſt ; unmercifully again difrobe 
him, fit his Limbs unto the Wood, and with force of 
Ropes ſtretch them forth to make them anſwer the 
proportion, and diſtances of the holes they had ber'd 
before; which done, the doleful and diſmal muſick begins 
toplay ; the ſtrokes ofthe Hammers on the Natles; and 
the Nailes thro' the Sacred Hands and Feet of our Cru- © 
cified JESUS: For now I may ſo ſtyle Him, being now 
faſtned on the Crols. 

O Bleſſed JESUS! Whatſoever may be the ſentiments 
of thoſe that put. Thee to- this Torment; howlſoever 
they may undervalue and vilify- Thy Perſon ;. I adore 
Thee with all Humility imaginable; and in my thoughts, 


proſtrate before-Thee, tender Thee all the acknowledg- "Y 


ments of a Creature, of a Vaſlal,. of a Slave. The more 
vile Thou haſt made 'Thy Self for my fake ; the greater + 
and fuller in all. duty ought to. be my. return; and 
therefore with lower ſubmutſions do I throw my elf at 
the foot of Thy Croſs,. whilſt bearing thy Divine Self, 
then at the Throne. of Thy. Tryumphant Majeſty in . 
Heaven. EY | 

Anas, 
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- *Anatomiſts and Chyrurgeons to whom' -the Myſte- 
"ries of Humane bodyes lie open and diſcover'd, are 
- harmonious in this Truth, that the-Nerves and Sinews 
do more-abound, and: centre inthe Feet and Hands than 
in any other part of the Body whatſoever. Perforati- 
ens therefore, and all violent Impreſſions muſt be much 
more quick and ſenſible in thoſe Parts, the Pain much 
more Intollerable ; yet were our Bleſſed JESUS both 
Hands and Feet pierced, and bord. thro' with Nailes of 
fuch a magnitude, as were able not only to ſecure him 
to the Wood of the Croſs, but even to bare up and 
ſupport the weight of all his Body, whenereced into the 
Atr: And where the weight of his own Bleſſed Self 
alwayes prefling on his Wounds, muſt be a continual 
widening of them ; and fo every moments renewing of 
.the Torment of the Nailes firſt forcing entry. 

I omit to tell you, how the [eting fall of the Croſs 
into che caſe previouſly made ready in the ground to 
fecure(its Randing firm, could not but be terrible and 
convullive of the whole Fabrick,\ſhaking all that at 


once, of which not one part wanted its particular Tor- 


ment, 

And now He is on the Croſs, all bloody, all torn to 
pieces, a frightful ſpeQtacle to behold, is he now free 
from the malice and fury of his Enemies > Nothing 
leſs. Tis true, he is now no more in their hands to be 
farther buſfetted and beaten with either open or clinched 
fiſts: But they {i'll proſecute him with what weapons 
they are able to make ule of; For his greater defamation 
or { hnourrar they hang a Thief at each hand of hun, 
and then let flie their envenom'd Tongues againſt Hum. 
What fſcurrilous mocks, and farcaſms do they not make 
uſe of? What jeers, flouts and ſcoffings, do they mw 
| | EAr 
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bear to throw at him? Not fatisfied with his precedent” 
mockeries) and derifions from the Fewes in the Houſe of 
Caiphas; From Herod and his Battallions; From Plates 
Souldiers after his delivery to them, as if nothing had . 
yet paſſed in that kind, they begin a freſh. Firlt the 
common Fewes, with a Yah, qui deſtruis templum Dei T .- 
in triduo edificas illud, ſalva_temetipſum. Thou who 
deſtroyeſt the T _ of Gotl, and rebuildeſt it in three - 


dayes, ſave thy ſelf. Again the High Prieſts, Principes - 


facerdotum illudentes cum ſcribis & ſenjoribus dicebant, 


alios ſalvos fecit, ſeipſum non poteſt ſalvum 'facere. The © 
Princes" of the Prieſts illuding with the Seribes and Sent- 
ors ſaid, He ' has ſaved others, himſelf he cannot ſave. 
The very Thieves that hanged with him /mpropera- 
bant ei, And the Roman Souldiers would not be out, -7//u- 
debant autem ei S milites. From all forts and degrees 
he was purſued to his end, who ſuffer'd and died for 
Perſons of all degrees and conditions. 

— Much longer he cannot bare their Calumnies and 
Injuries, his nature is almoſt ſpent ; and a drought from - 
the loſs of ſo much Blood ſeizes him all. over, and to - 
ſuch an exceſs, as forced from him, S:tzo, 7 am thirſty. - 
He was overcome with a double thirſt ; The one Cor- 
poral in his Body for want of Moiſture: The other 
yet more Violent in his Soul, by which ke thirſted - 
after the Good and Salvation of Mankind. Which'. 
thirſt was the occaſion of the other, and of - giv- - 
ing up his Life; as ſoon after you will -hear he -

The firſt was but ill Anſwer'd;; for inſtead-of ſome - 
comfort for his now drosping and- decaying Spirits,

crown his Sufferings ; this his voluntary and frank .O-.
